




















The Juniata College community mourned the loss 
of one its most compassionate colleagues when 
Edwin A. Malloy passed away on Saturday, 
Sepiember 5, 1998. A friend to all within the 
Juniata community, Mr. Malloy died after an 
extended illness. He was a dedicated trustee and 
servant to the college and a charitable donor. His 
service and philanthropy will be remembered 
with gratitude. 

A member of the Juniata College Board of 
Trustees for 20 years, Mr. Malloy’s guidance and 
advice were vital to Juniata’s success. The entire 
college community, particularly students, bene- 
Jited from his leadership and generous philan- 
thropy. In recognition for all that he did for the 
college, Juniata honored him during 1998 com- 
mencement ceremonies by presenting him with 
the honorary Doctor of Humane Letters degree. 

A 1946 graduate of the U.S. Merchant Marine 
Academy at Kings Point and a 1949 Harvard 
University bachelor of science degree recipient, 
Mr. Malloy received his LL.D. from Harvard Law 
School in 1952. He served as chairman of Fred F 
French Investing LLC of Stamford, Connecticut 
and president and director of the Sun Hill 
Foundation, successor to the Tudor Foundation.

He was vice president of the Realty Foundation of 
New York and served on three visiting commit- 
tees at Harvard. He served as president of the 
Avenue of the Americas Association and as a vice 
president of the Bronx House. He served Juniata 
as chairman of the Trustee Gifts Committee for 
Phase Two of the Century IT Campaign. 

Mr. Malloy and his family faithfully support- 
ed Juniata for many years. The Malloy Lobby in 
the Kennedy Sports+Recreation Center came 
about through the generous support of the 
Malloys. Through their commitment to the arts at 
Juniata, art will be more visible on campus with 
the creation of a commissioned sculpture located 
on the Malloy Plaza of the Tussey-Terrace resi- 
dence hall. In addition, the college created the 
Juniata College Museum of Art through the sup- 
port of the Malloys. In recognition of the many 
donations that Edwin and his wife, Susan 
Rabinowitz Malloy, have given to the college, a 
wing in the recently renovated Juniata College 
Museum of Art was named in their honor. The 
dedication ceremony to name the Malloy- 
Rabinowitz Gallery was held Friday, September 4, 
1998, the evening before his death.

In August, Dr. Kepple released statistics on 
what proved to be the largest fund-raising year 
in the history of the college. An astounding 44 
percent of Juniata’s alumni made commitments 
to the college, placing Juniata in the company of 
the country’s elite colleges and universities.

This fall Juniata’s student 
enrollment climbed to 1,240 
with the addition of 371 new 
students. Following a pattern of 
gradual, planned growth, 
Juniata’s enrollment should 
reach 1,300 in the near future. 

“Not only is enrollment 
growing in terms of numbers, 
it is also growing in quality,” 
Dr. Kepple said. “Our enroll- 
ment is the largest at Juniata 
since the early 1980s, and the 
Class of 2002 has broken most 
previous academic records, 
including high school grade 
point average (3.65/4.0) and 
the percent who graduated in 
the top 10th of their high 
school class (39 percent). The 1153 SAT score average for the 
Class of 2002 is our second best ever.

is already working with the 
Board of Trustees, other leader- 
ship groups and friends of the 
college in planning a new cam- 
paign.

Academic Merit Earns Freshmen Scholarship Awards 


very year Juniata College 

awards numerous acade- 

mic scholarships to 
incoming freshmen, and the 
Class of 2002 has its share of 
academic achievers. Among the 
most prestigious academic schol- 
arships for Juniata’s incoming 
freshmen were the Burkholder, 
Simpson, Miller Business and 
Economics, Baker Peace and 
Conflict Studies, Juniata NMF, and 
Presidential scholarships. 

Clara Hendricks of 
McConnellsburg received the W. 
Clay and Kathryn H. Burkholder 
Merit Scholarship. The 
Burkholder Scholarship is designed for an 
incoming freshman who exhibits academic 
merit, including leadership, intellectual ability, 
and participation in extracurricular activities. 
The scholarship is awarded for each of up to 
four years of study at Juniata College as long as 
the selected student continues to maintain an 
appropriately high academic performance. 

The Burkholder Scholarship is the highest 
merit scholarship Juniata College offers. It cov- 
ers full tuition, room and board, and related 
costs incurred through attendance at Juniata 
College as well as a sum of $1,000 annually for 
four years. 

The Burkholders were residents of Mifflin 
County, Pennsylvania and were teachers during 
their entire professional careers. They were 
advocates for educating students through the 
recognition of individual gifts and talents, build- 
ing the necessary skills and knowledge for the 
future, and developing an attitude of personal 
and professional success that included helping 
others succeed as well. 

Ms. Hendricks plans to major in chemical 
engineering/chemistry at Juniata. 

The Richard M. Simpson Memorial 
Scholarship is a $10,000 per year scholarship 
that is awarded to a freshman who demonstrates 
substantial merit in academic work, leadership, 
community service, and co-curricular involve- 
ment. It is expected that the Simpson Scholar be 
involved in the Juniata College community and 
add significantly to the life of the college 
through academics and service. The scholarship 
is valued at $10,000 per academic year, renew- 
able each year as long as the recipient strives to 
maintain a grade-point average at the 3.00 GPA 
level or above. 





This year’s Simpson Scholarship was 
awarded to George H. Wolf V of York, Pa. He 
plans to major in pre-med and biology. 

Juniata College actively seeks students who 
have been selected as National Merit 
Scholarship finalists. The college provides funds 
to make Juniata affordable for these academi- 
cally superior students. Three students were 
chosen for the Juniata NMF Scholarship. 
Selected recipients receive federal, state, and 
institutional grants and scholarships that equal 
the value of tuition, an award valued in excess 
of $70,000 over a consecutive four-year educa- 
tion. 

Receiving Juniata NMF Scholarships were 
Megan C. Brown of Princeton Junction, N,J., 
who plans to major in international relations 
and peace and conflict studies, Andrew M. 
Magaro of Halifax, Pa., who plans to major in 
peace and conflict studies, and Jason S. Myer of 
Plainfield, N.J., who plans to major in computer 
science and German. 

Mr. Magaro was also one of two freshmen 
who were awarded the Baker Peace and Conflict 
Studies Scholarship. Joel Abe of Akron, Ohio 
also received a Baker Peace and Conflict Studies 
Scholarship. 

Through the generosity of John C. and 
Elizabeth E. Baker, a $1,000 renewable scholar- 
ship was established at Juniata College for stu- 
dents who rank in the upper 20 percent of their 
high school class, have above average SAT 
scores, and demonstrate an interest in peace- 
related issues. Applicants are required to submit 
high school transcripts, a typed 1,000-word 
essay on a designated topic, and two letters of 
recommendation. Selected candidates are then 
called for an interview with the Peace and 
Conflict Studies Committee.

The Baker Peace and Conflict Studies 
Scholarship may be renewed for four 
years, provided the student maintains a 
GPA of 3.00 and participates in the 
Peace and Conflict Studies Program. 

Joseph Facciani of Johnstown, Pa. received 
the Herbert A. and Marjorie F Miller Business 
and Economics Scholarship. This scholarship 
was established to help a worthy student with an 
interest in studying business or economics at 
Juniata College. Marjorie F. Miller established 
the scholarship in memory of her husband, 
Herbert A. Miller, who taught generations of 
business and economics students while serving 
as a member of the faculty at Juniata from 1946 
until his retirement in 1969. 

The Miller Business and Economics 
Scholarship is valued at $2,500 per academic 
year, renewable each year. 

Two Presidential Scholarship recipients 
were also selected — Thera Crane of Coatesville, 
Pa. and Billie Jo Zeigler of Carlisle, Pa. 

The Presidential Scholarship equals full 
tuition (not room, board, and fees) for eight 
semesters of study at Juniata College. This award 
provides more than $70,000 over the course of 
four years. Each candidate must achieve the 
highest standards of academic excellence in a 
college-preparatory curriculum with a minimum 
grade-point average of 3.86 on a 4.0 scale. The 
student must also be in the top 5 percent of her 
or his graduating class and have a minimum 
score of 1360 on the SAT or a 31 on the ACT. 

Presidential Scholarship finalists are 
reviewed by a select group of faculty and the 
dean of enrollment. The scholarship is awarded 
to students who demonstrate significant involve- 
ment with co-curricular activities, church or 
community, and desire to be involved with 
Juniata campus life in a leadership capacity. The 
Presidential Scholarship is renewable assuming 
the student maintains suitable academic 
progress while at Juniata College. 
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International Students Discover 
America through Juniata’s 
Intensive English Program 


Three groups of international students discovered American life this 
summer at Juniata College. The students were on campus to partict- 
pate in Juniata’s Iniensive English Program. The program was 
designed to improve the students’ conversational English skills 

and to help them gain a broad experience of American culture. 





“What the international students have learned about 
American life from television and movies may dif- 
fer greatly from their first-hand account and 
adventures in our program,” said Elizabeth 
Smolcic, Juniata’s Intensive English Program 
director, “but it’s an experience that will 
give them an edge to succeed in their 
studies in America. Most of the stu- 
dents enrolled in our Intensive 
English Program have plans to con- 
tinue their education in the United 
States. To be successful in American 
classrooms they need to improve their 
English language skills. They also need to 
get acclimated to the realities of American life and not 
the image of American life that they have gained through television and 
the movies.” 

This marked Juniata’s fifth annual summer workshops for interna- 
tional students in its Intensive English Program (formerly called English as 
a Second Language or ESL). The Tachibana Girls’ High School from Japan 
sent a group of students to Juniata for the fourth consecutive year, and a 
second group of international students from various countries arrived on 

campus just in time to celebrate the Independence 
Day weekend. At the end of July, 
the third group of 
international 
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students arrived on campus. 
“Language skills are the focal point of our 
instruction, but we also try to get the students 
acclimated to being in the United States, and 
we talk about American culture, and how 
the classroom instruction and teachers 
here are different than what they might 
be accustomed to in their own coun- 
tries,” Smolcic said. “We work with 
all aspects of their English skills — 
speaking, writing, and reading.” 
One of the major adjustments 
that international students have to 
make regarding instruction in the 
United States is the concept of 
classroom participation. 

“In the United States, professors are often times more informal than 
in other countries,” Smolcic said. “There are many more discussion 
sessions in American classrooms. Most of the classroom instruction in 
other countries is lecture based, so international students have to get 
accustomed to contributing to the discussion that takes place in the 
American classrooms. Of course, that makes language skills all the 
more important.” 

Juniata’s Intensive English Program changed its name from English as 
a Second Language because it more accurately depicts the course instruc- 

tion. Rather than being strictly a single classroom course in language 
studies, the program also includes utilizing English skills for courses in 
computer skills, ceramic arts, and cultural analysis. There were also 
outside social events which enabled students to utilize their lan- 
guage skills while learning about American life. Among those 
outside adventures were trips to Washington, D.C. and 
Pittsburgh, an exploration of Amish country in southeastern 
Pennsylvania, visits to the Centre County Festival of the Arts 
in State College and many other trips to lakes, mountains, 
and community events surrounding Juniata. 
“It’s an intensive, all-day program in which students 
use their language skills in a variety of settings and in

Dedication Ceremony 
Officially Opens Doors at 
Malloy-Rabinowitz Gallery 


Juniata College formally opened the Malloy-Rabinowitz Gallery at its Museum of Art with a 
dedication ceremony on Friday, September 4. Juniata President Thomas R. Kepple and Phillip 
Earenfight, director of the Juniata College Museum of Art, spoke at the event. The Malloy- 
Rabinowitz Gallery dedication was followed by a reception in Carnegie Hall for the opening 
art exhibit of the 1998-99 season, “Interaction of Cultures: Indian and Western Painting 


(1780-1910).” 


Held at the entrance of Carnegie Hall at 
the corner of 17th Street and Moore Street, the 
ribbon-cutting dedication ceremony included 
an opening presentation by Dr. Earenfight He 
spoke of the magnificent contributions made by 
Edwin A. Malloy and Susan Rabinowitz Malloy, 
whose generous philanthropy made recent ren- 
ovations and exhibits possible at the museum.

entrances, and adding an entrance ramp for the 
physically challenged. In addition, storage and 
restroom facilities were renovated. Security 
upgrades were also included in the renovation 
project. 
“Carnegie Hall is a unique facility,” said 

Dr. Earenfight, “and the renovations made pos- 
sible by the generous gifts of the Malloys will 
enable us to preserve the hall’s uniqueness 
while making it an exemplary 
facility to showcase art. ” 

Following Dr. Earenfight’s 
Opening presentation, Dr. 
Kepple spoke of the Malloy- 
Rabinowitz connection to 
Juniata College, which dates 
back to Susan’s father, Aaron 
Rabinowitz. He donated over 
10,000 books to the college 
library, established the Aaron 
and Clara Rabinowitz Library 
Fund of over $100,000, and 
was responsible for Juniata’s 
receiving substantial grants 
from the Tudor Foundation 
and the Jesse Smith Noyes 
Foundation. Susan and her

Two hundred forty-one seniors were awarded 
bachelor of arts and bachelor of science degrees 
during ceremonies marking Juniata College’s 119th 


commencement. 

The afternoon ceremonies were highlighted by the address presented 
to the graduating class by Mr. Donald D. Moyer, former vice president of 
college advancement and marketing at Juniata and current vice president 
for university advancement at Golden Gate University in San Francisco. Mr. 
Moyer was presented an honorary doctor of humane letters degree in 
recognition of his many contributions to the success of the college and for 
his exceptional achievements in the field of economic development. 

In his commencement address, titled “Sustainable Economic 
Development and Liberal Education,” Mr. Moyer identified economic devel- 
opment as “arguably the most challenging topic facing us and the explod- 
ing population of the world in the years ahead. 

“After three decades in economic development work,” he noted, 
“from Scranton to San Juan, Seattle, and the South of France, I strongly 
believe that the most successful efforts in economic development and the 
most successful practitioners and leaders of economic development are 
anchored in liberal education. You, and the few like you who have had the 
privilege to study at a four year residential college like Juniata share the 
basic ingredients to achieve sustainable economic development.” 

Mr. Moyer reflected on a recent meeting of key leaders of California’s 
legislative, education and corporate communities. He recalled, “The person 
chosen to speak for the major high tech employers was Len Perham, the 
chief executive officer of IDT, a company headquartered in the valley 
employing more than 4,000 workers.” 

Mr. Moyer quoted Perham as saying, “What we need most of all are 
people who know how to reason; people who think logically; people who 
communicate clearly in writing and speaking; people who understand sub- 
tlety and nuance in values. ... Those of us who are responsible to think for-

ward strategically for our companies are not certain what the next 
work will be in this valley.... Unless we have people educated to 
think creatively, in fact to be able to help us literally re-invent our- 
selves, this great center will go the way of the old textile towns of 
New England. 

“So, my liberally educated friends and peers,””’ Mr. Moyer assert- 
ed, “you may have some anxiety about the job market reliability of 
your baccalaureate degree, but whatever your arts or science core 
study, you've been given the special equipment to be truly produc- 
tive citizens of the explosively changing world.” 

Mr. Moyer concluded his presentation by challenging the gradu- 
ates to “take the world boldly.” He said, “The ills of the world will persist. 
The hopes and aspirations for people to have jobs, peace, and freedom will 
press and sometimes explode. There will be new answers. When the new 
answers are found, you and the liberally educated few like you will be there 
finding new ways. 

Be good stewards,” he concluded. “Enjoy your journeys!” 

Mr. Moyer was honored with the degree doctor of humane letters, 
bestowed by Juniata’s president, Robert W. Neff, and the college’s board of 
trustees. 

Also receiving special recognition at the commencement ceremony 
was former provost Robert J. Hatala, who was presented the Presidential 
Medallion. The medallion is given in recognition of service to Juniata 
College that is of a magnitude and quality that surpasses the conventional. 

Dr. Hatala graduated from Juniata in 1952 and returned as the col- 
lege’s provost and vice president for student development in 1994. Most 
recently he served as special assistant to the president. 

As provost and vice president for student development, Dr. Hatala 
directed academic affairs and student services. He also provided opera- 
tional management to the college’s strategic planning process. 

In his citation at the recent trustee/faculty recognition dinner, Juniata’s 
dean of students, Kris Clarkson noted Dr. Hatala’s commitment to liberal 
arts, international education, and community service. 

“Bob returned to his alma mater during its time of need - need for 
change and transition,” Clarkson said. “There were concerns about enroll- 
ment and revenues; questions regarding quality of services and facilities; 
rapid changes in technology and technological applications; and a critical 
need for planning. 

“Bob was willing to make tough decisions,” Clarkson added. ‘He ush- 
ered in the new curriculum; he promoted programs around fitness and 
wellness themes; and he was instrumental in integrating academic affairs 
and student affairs into a more holistic learning community.”

Faculty Honors 

Three faculty members were honored with distinguished teaching awards at 
commencement ceremonies: Elizabeth E. Cherry, professor of history; James 
R. Donaldson, professor of economics and business administration; Dr. 
Grace M. Fala, associate professor of speech communication. 

Professor Cherry was honored with the 31st annual Beachley 
Distinguished Professor Award while Professor Donalson was named the 
recipient of the 10th annual Beachley Award for Distinguished Academic 
Service and Professor Fala received the Junior Faculty Award. 

Elizabeth E. Cherry began her teaching career at Juniata in 1962. She 
received her undergraduate degree from the College of Wooster in 1956 and 
completed requirements for the master of arts degree from Columbia 
University in 1957. From 1973 to 1974 she continued her studies as a visit- 
ing fellow in the history department of Harvard University. 

Professor Cherry is a teacher who is totally committed to students and 
to the teaching and learning process at Juniata. She has been active in the 
Church of the Brethren as a member of the district board, the national 
standing committee and as a conference delegate. 

James R. Donaldson joined the Juniata College faculty in 1979. A 1967 
Juniata graduate, he worked as a methods engineer and economic analyst 
for Firestone Tire and Rubber Company while also earning his master’s 
degree in economics from the University of Akron. He was hired as the man- 
ager of planning services for the Leslie-Locke Division and later the director 
of product planning and research for the AP Parts Automotive Division of 
Questor Corporation. 

Professor Donaldson returned to Juniata to teach courses in business 
strategy, marketing and management. He has also continued his education, 
earning a M.B.A. from Syracuse University in 1982. 

His teaching and professional experience have gone beyond the class- 
room as coordinator of the continuing education Certificate in Management 
program and through such programs as the college’s Business Outreach 
Center. From 1994 to 1997, he served as Director of Institutional Planning 
and Research. 

Dr. Grace M. Fala graduated summa cum laude with a bachelor of arts 
degree in speech communication and a minor in music and has a master’s 
degree in philosophy from West Chester University. She received her Ph.D. in 
speech communication at the Pennsylvania State University.

The retiring faculty reception honored a special class of six retiring 
faculty members and administrators.

He earned the alumni award after being the 
first Juniata graduate to ever be awarded a Nobel Prize. He was awarded 
the Nobel Prize for his work in developing methods to cool and trap atoms 
with laser light.

Class parties, 
candlelight dinners, a bird walk, and a family camp at the Juniata College 
Field Station at Raystown Lake were just some of those other activities.

Juniata Names Dr. Mark R. Hochberg 
Dana Professor of English 


President Thomas R. Kepple announced that Dr. 
Mark R. Hochberg, professor of English, has been 
appointed as the college’s newest Charles A. Dana 
Professor. Dr. Hochberg, who has been a member 
of the Juniata faculty since 1970, was named the 
Charles A. Dana Professor of English. 

The Charles A. Dana Professorship pro- 

Pe uw} gram was developed by the Dana Foundation to 
assist sek Spices in attracting and holding faculty members of out- 
standing ability and scholarly attributes. Juniata received the support of 
the Dana Foundation in 1970 to establish the supported professorships. 

Dr. Hochberg joins four Juniata faculty in Dana supported posi- 
tions. Dr. Linda Sue Esch, the Dana Supported Professor of Mathematics; 
Dr. Klaus P. Kipphan, the Dana Supported Professor of History, Dr. 
William E. Russey, the Dana Supported Professor of Chemistry; and Dr. 
David R. Drews, the Dana Supported Professor of Psychology, represent 
116 years of dedicated teaching and scholarly activity on the Juniata 
College campus. 

“I'm honored to be in the company of such a distinguished group 
of people as our Dana Supported Professors,” Dr. Hochberg said. “This 
is a tremendous honor.” 

The Dana Foundation provided a gift of $250,000, which was 
matched by the college, to set up the initial supported professorship 
opportunities. Interest from the $500,000 endowment is used to supple- 
ment the compensation of the professors. Juniata was the 15th college in 
the nation to receive Dana Professorship support. 

The first Dana professors at Juniata were Dr. Esther Doyle, Dr. Eva 
Hartzler, Dr. Earl Kaylor and Dr. Ronald Cherry. The fifth supported pro- 
fessorship was added in 1977. Dr. Cherry retired in June 1998, opening 
the Dana Professorship post for which Dr. Hochberg was selected. 
Robert W. Neff, former-president who retired from Juniata on June 30, 
and James J. Lakso, provost, coordinated the selection process. 

Dr. Hochberg is a magna cum laude graduate from the University of 
Pennsylvania, where he earned his bachelor of arts degree in 1966. He 
subsequently received his master’s degree (1969) and Ph.D. (1970) 
from Cornell University. Dr. Hochberg has taught courses in American 
literature, prose fiction, literary theory, and freshman composition at 
Juniata. 

While a Ph.D. candidate at Cornell, Dr. Hochberg was awarded an 
NDEA Title IV Fellowship, He was awarded Juniata’s Beachley 
Distinguished Professor Award for Outstanding Teaching in 1980. 

“T’ve always enjoyed teaching because I like the interaction with 
students,” Dr. Hochberg said, “and teaching is a way of discovering 
more about the subject for myself. I learn as much from the class as the 
students do.” 

Dr. Hochberg is the author of a critical essay entitled “The Unity of 
Go Down, Moses’ published in Tennessee Studies in Literature (1976) 
and a prize-winning short story, “The Greeks at Missolonghi,” published 
in California Quarterly (1982). 

Dr. Hochberg is a member of the National Council of Teachers of 
English and, locally, a former member of the Juniata Valley Tri-County 
Drug and Alcohol Agency board of directors. 
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Deb Kirchhof-Glazier, profes- 
sor of biology, organized and 
chaired a six-person panel discus- 
sion on “Establishing In-House 
Programs for Admission Exam 
Test Review” for the June 1998 
biannual meeting of the National 
Association of Advisors for the 
Health Professions (NAAHP). This 
was one of the few sessions that 
the NAAHP audio taped to sell to 
advisors across the nation. She 
was also a contributor for the 
1998 edition of the Medical 
Professions Admission Guide, a 
publication of the NAAHP. 





José Nieto, professor of religion 
and history, published a book on 
Spain’s social and cultural history 
in one of the leading European 
publishing houses in Renaissance 
and Humanistic studies. £/ 
Renacimiento y la Otra Espana 
(The Renaissance and the Other 
Spain), a cloth bound volume of 
856 pages with illustrations, was 
published in Spanish in Geneva, 
Switzerland. The publisher’s cata- 
logue description reads: “This is a 
study of dissidence: the Other 
Spain as a counter-power to the 
Official Spain. Nieto studies the 
evolution of Spanish individualism, 
which takes its origin in three 
sources, the Jewish, the Christian 
and the Moslem, and which mani- 
fests itself in various ways. The 
sole constant elements of unity are 
the restraints and pain dissidents 
had to suffer. The vast inquiry cov- 
ers not only the Spanish 
Renaissance and Siglo de Otro, 
but also the Enlightenment and the 
late arrival of Romanticism. This is 
a study in the cultural uniqueness 
of Spain.”

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On Saturday, April 25 the Juniata College men’s 
volleyball team put an exclamation point on a 
strong 1998 season by defeating LaVerne (Calif.) 
in the title match of the Molten Division III 
Championship, 15-13, 8-15, 15-9, 15-13, to 
claim the College’s first-ever team national cham- 
pionship in any sport. The Eagles were seeded 
first in the four-team field, while LaVerne was 
seeded third entering the weekend of play which 
was hosted by Springfield College in Springfield, 
Massachusetts. 

“T was so pleased and happy for the 
group,” said head coach Ryan Patton. “We start- 
ed the year 4-14, and we just kept trying to tell 
the team that we were on the right path and that 
things were going to be fine. On that weekend, 
all of the close losses that we had during the sea- 
son were worth it. We played hard all year and 
learned from the tough setbacks. As a result, we 
were able to build a lot of character. We came 
into the weekend with something to prove, and 
we did it.” 

The Eagles were out to prove things from 
the start of the championship match and did so 
by running out to a 9-2 lead. The Leopards came 
back to tie it at 13-13 by scoring 11 of the next 
15 points in the match, but Juniata was able to 
side out and tally two points to jump out to a 1-0 
lead. 

“Tim Shawaryn played well for us in the 
first game, and he kind of set the tone for the 
evening for us,” said Patton. 

In the second tilt, LaVerne picked up the 
tempo and posted a .543 hitting mark. The 
Leopards broke an 8-8 tie by tallying seven con- 
secutive points. Juniata struggled siding out dur- 
ing a couple of rotations and as a result, LaVerne 
was able to tie the match at a game apiece. 

“T could see a look of panic and stress on 
our team during the second game, so in between 
the second and third games I just told them all

In the fourth and final outing, Juniata had 
to pull off a comeback. The Eagles trailed, 11-5, 
before Patton substituted sophomore outside hit- 
ter Jason Moore into the match for the first time. 
He served five straight points for the blue-and- 
gold high-netters and helped Juniata go up, 13- 
11. LaVerne tied the game at 13, but a big kill 
from sophomore outside hitter Rod Kirby got the 
Eagles to 14 points, and then a hitting error by 
the Leopards sealed the match for Juniata. 

“Tt was real fitting for our seniors to go out 
with a national championship,” said Patton. 
“Their careers here at Juniata kind of mirrored 
this season. They were thrown onto the court as 
freshman and struggled to an 11-17 season, but 
ended up on a strong note.....as national cham- 
pions.” 

Senior opposite Tim Shawaryn, who was 
named the most valuable player of the champi- 
onship, tallied a match-high 24 kills on 47 
swings. He also had eight digs, five assists, two 
aces and three blocks for Juniata. In the process,

Shawaryn set the school record for kills in a 
career and exited Juniata’s program with 1,655 
kills. The old standard was held by Chris Fazio 
97 (1,634). 

Kirby and senior middle hitter Andy Kurl 
were both named to the all-tournament team and 
tallied 21 and 16 halls, respectively, in the title 
tilt. On the weekend (which included the semifi- 
nal, 3-0, triumph over Eastern Mennonite), Kurl 
had 33 kills on 44 swings and committed just 
three hitting errors for an amazing .681 hitting 
percentage. 

Freshman setter Kevin Moore passed out 63 
assists and had seven digs. 

LaVerne ended the year with a 12-12 
record, while the Eagles posted a 13-16 overall 
mark, which came against mostly Division I and 
II competition throughout the spring of 1998. 

In the consolation match, second-seeded 
Springfield defeated fourth-seed Eastern 
Mennonite, 15-13, 15-3, 15-11.
